National and International level. With this in 
mind the Federation is currently negotiating 
to play four matches in Indonesia in June/ 
July this year with return matches in 1995. 
This programme is sponsored by the Federal 
Government, through Australia Today - 
Indonesia 794 project. 


Our efforts must also be concentrated 
through the re-development of the 
Hindmarsh Stadium for the Year 2000 
Olympics. If Adelaide is to host a section of 
the Olympic Games (as we did with the 
World Youth Championship) the stadium 
must be upgraded to FIFA standards, that is, 
to provide a fully seated stadium catering for 
a minimum of 25,000 patrons. 


Should this be achieved it will ensure that 
South Australia will not only host a section 
of the Olympic Games tournament, but also 
host major International matches at the 
Hindmarsh Stadium. 


Finally, I can assure you all that the Feder- 
ation will continue to do all in its power to 
promote Soccer in South Australia and 
continue to be a respected force in Australian 
Soccer.

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Socceroos’ World Cup Hopes 
Dashed in Buenos Aires

Soccer supporters from around Australia will soon be tuning in to 
world soccer’s No. 1 spectacle - the World Cup Finals. When 
Argentina face their first hurdle in the qualifying rounds, many 
Australians will no doubt reflect on what might have been. 


The dust has well and truly settled on our 
qualifying series against Argentina and the 
crucial second leg in Buenos Aires which was 
to decide the very last team in World Cup 
1994. The result, of course, was not in our 
favour but there were many positive signs in 
our performances which should encourage 
support and growth for our sport in the 
future. 


Firstly the image of Australian soccer was 
lifted both nationally and internationally. 
Success against New Zealand and Canada 
had previously seen great local support but 
the series against Argentina would be in front 
of a truly global audience. Maradona was 
making his comeback and a world power in 
soccer had arrived on our shores. With the 
world watching it was important that we 
performed, and we did, drawing 1:1 and 
perhaps being unlucky not to have earned a 
victory. 


Argentina went home with the cushion of an 
away goal. They were also to play in front of a 
sellout River Plate Stadium where they had 
previously won the 1978 World Cup Final -a 
formidable venue when considering the 
passion of the South American soccer 
supporter. With all this in their favour the 
Argentinians were firm favourites but the 
support for our team never waned. Thou- 
sands of messages of encouragement were 
faxed to our hotel before the game and the 
players always felt that our country was 
behind us. 


All soccer supporters know too well that the 
game, and qualification, was lost that night in

Gasparetto polled 23 points, racking up six 
first preference votes, two second and one third 
to head Higgins, who notched six first, one 
second and one third vote to tally 21 points. 

Experienced Modbury defender Richard 
Parsons was third with 16 points from Croydon 
striker Zeljko Popovic (14), while Birkalla’s 
grand finalist skipper Les Matiscsak finished 
fifth with 12 votes. 

The second division Bob Telfer Medal was 
won by Socceroo Youth Squad midfielder 
Richie Alagich of Port Lion. 

Gasparetto, 25, previously recognised more 
for his volatile disposition than his superb 
natural talent, emerged last night as living proof 
that a leopard can change its spots. 

In seasons past ‘Gaspa’? was a regular 
attendant at disciplinary committee hearings, 
earning lengthy suspensions which caused 
many coaches to turn prematurely grey. 

His reputation as a firebrand raised claims 
that referees had him singled out as a marked 
man, 

His career was in jeopardy when, as a 
19-year-old, he was first red-carded during a 
league match against Hellas in 1987. 

He was found guilty of attempting to strike a 
referee and was suspended until the end of the 
season — a virtual 14-game suspension. 
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Soccer’s former ‘bad 
boy’ Tony Gasparetto 
was accorded the ulti- 
mate accolade for his 
reformed behaviour 
when he was named 
Foundation SA Player of 
the Year for 1993. 


The brilliant Salisbury United 
midfielder won the State 
League’s most coveted First 
Division award by two votes 
from Blue Eagles sweeper Paul 
Higgins. 


That penalty was reduced on appeal to a five- 
match, suspended sentence. 

But a gradual transformation emerged when 
the young gardener confirmed an outstanding 
1992 season by scooping the Salisbury awards 
pool and finishing fourth in last year’s Foun- 
dation SA Player of The Year award. 

He bettered that form this season by making 
the central midfield role allocated to him by 
Berries coach Chris Manolev a match-winning 
domain. 

A State player in every age group since his 
under-12 days, Gasparetto has received another 
prize for allowing self control to accompany ball 
control by being chosen in the South Australian 
team to play Victoria last October. 

Gasparetto received his award, a magnificent 
crystal vase, at a glittering presentation evening 
at Glenelg’s Ramada Grand Hotel. The award 
is decided by votes cast by referees on a 3-2-1 
basis during the home-and-away league season. 


Gasparetto is the first Salisbury player to be 
honoured since Paul Wilde captured the award 
for the Berries in 1990. A Salisbury club player 
for 11 seasons, he had a three-game stint with 
West Adelaide in the national league in the 
1989-90 season. 

Salisbury notched a unique double when 
coach Manolev was named Coach of the Year.

Ampol Cup records were shattered in 1993

West coach, Raul Blanco, injected his effervescent 
South American Samba style into this the 35th compe- 
tition to be backed by the Australian petroleum giant. 

The end result for West was an amazing 25-goal tally 
from five games which included a whopping 8-0 semi- 


final win and a 7-0 grand final victory. 

Ampol Cup fans shared the success with the 
Sharks, who sang a sweet September song filled 
with gregarious notes. 

And it was a productive Springtime series 
with an incredible 74 goals netted in the 15 
matches played. 

Soccer supporters who have watched the 
Ampol series from its infancy would be 
saddened that the crowd-pleasing 1993 compe- 
tition could be the last under the eight-team 
format. 

Trophy-starved Adelaide Blue Eagles were 
West’s grand final victim when Greg Brown 
boomed home four goals, a record tally, 
supported by strikes from Gus Cerro, Lemmy 
Vatsilas and Eddie Briscoe.

1993 will go down as the year SA regained its soccer pride by beating 
the Vics for the George Wallace Cup. The South Australian State Team 
Select upheld its reputation by defeating the Victoria State Select at 
Port Pirie by a whopping 4-0 after Adelaide City was unceremoniously 
dumped from the NSL final with a very dubious penalty. 


Without qualification the credit must go to 
Jan Kierno and his team of players and staff. 
With team manager Carl Drosd, assistant 
coach Steven Baker, goalkeeper coach 
Charlie Horvath, and physio Graham 
Shields, this group organised and prepared 
the team to bring back the trophy after some 
17 years. 


However, it was not without some frustration 
over the availability of players. The absence 
of Tony Gasparetto, Andrew Borghetto and 
Bradley Armour did not give Jan and his 
team an easy road. However, the depth of 
talent available in South Australia is evident 
with the players that made the final squad. 


The game (23rd October) at Port Pirie 
Savoy’s home ground on a hot windy day was, 
in a nutshell, dominated from start to finish 
by South Australia. Captain Kevin 
McCormack was outstanding in midfield 
supported by Eddie Briscoe, Joe Cutillo 
(State debut) and Mark Abraham all of whom 
created havoc in the centre of the park. The 
defence was not generally troubled but when 
Victoria had the opportunities Don De Ieso, 
Ernie Luongo in their debut for the State 
Select along with Damien Harley, Brenton 
Hiern and keeper Denis Martinello repealed 
everything that came their way. 


On the scoring side, all of South Australia’s 
goals were clinically executed with the first, a 
magic Zoran Karadzic (State debut) cross 


from the left for Theo Anastasiou to head 
home.

Steve Maxwell defied the odds by returning to 
the City run-on team to bag a brace of goals, 
while Brenton Hiern countered with a late goal 
for the Sharks. 


West exited proudly, secure in the knowledge it 
had contested the finals in the first season of 
Raul Blanco’s term as coach. City returned to 
Adelaide Oval determined to hit Wollongong 
for six, but was well satisfied to keep the wolves 
from the finals door with a 4-0 verdict.

A preliminary final meeting with minor cham- 
pion South Melbourne in Victoria failed to 
daunt City’s resolve as the SA side won 3-1, 
courtesy of a Mori double and an early Sergio 
Melta strike.

A first half goal put Virtus in 
front and when they scored again at the 75 
minute mark they were in the box seat. 
However Savoy came back and grabbed a 
goal but it was not enough. 

Virtus now went right into the Grand Final 
while Savoy lived to fight again against Lions 
in game three. In game three, at Savoy Park, 


Lions took the lead inside the first ten 
minutes and when they scored a second 
before the half-time break it looked bleak for 
the minor premiers. However in the second 
half Savoy came back and managed to pull 
one back but it was not to be. 


The Grand Final took place at Byrne Park, 
Port Pirie between Virtus and Lions. The 
playing surface was in first-class condition 
and with the largest crowd in attendance for a 
long time the scene was set for an excellent 
promotion of the world game, and what a 
promotion it turned out to be. 


Lions scored first through Ronnie Clark. 
Virtus urged on by their huge support 
peppered the Lions’ goal, but the Lions 
defence held firm until 15 minutes from the 
end with Stephen Pisani headed home a 
corner for the equaliser, sending the Virtus 
supporters into raptures. Could Virtus do it? 
A draw at 90 minutes would mean a replay 
next week. Virtus came again but with only 


minutes left David Lambert took a pot shot at 
the Virtus goal and the ball trickled home to 
give Lions the game and the Top Four 
trophy. During the after-match speeches 
special mention was made of the manner in 
which Adelaide referee Mike Ingham and his 
linesmen controlled the game.

Alex Hastings, a former South Australian Soccer 
Federation president was acknowledged in the 
Queen’s Birthday Honours with a British Empire 
Medal in 1981. 

Mr Hastings began his involvement in local 
administration when he was made a State selector 
and coaching director in 1968. He was elected 
president in 1971, a 
position he held with 
distinction for five years. A 
man of great vision, he was 
an instigator of the forma- 
tion of Australia’s first 
national soccer league in 
1997; 

Born in 1912, he arrived 
in Adelaide in 1985 but the 
unobtrusive gentleman’s 
past lay hidden for many 
years until it was dis- 
covered he was the great Alex Hastings, who once 
was described as, ‘The best left half back in Great 
Britain’. 

A Scottish international he captained English 
club Sunderland for 10 years, winning a first 
division championship and an FA Cup final medal. 
A veteran of over 400 league games, he was 
described by the legendary Sir Stanley Matthews 
as, “The only opponent who ever put a scar on me’.

‘Mr Port Adelaide’ has 
worked tirelessly for his 
beloved Port Adelaide 
Soccer Club (now Port 
Adelaide Lion) and 
Australian soccer for six 
decades.

Allan Crisp 


To describe Allan Crisp as a doyen of Soccer is an 
understatement as he has given a lifetime to the game 
in the areas of playing, administration and media. 

Allan was first introduced to the game of soccer in 
1938 as a player with the North Adelaide Primary 
School. His career continued where he captained the 
team at the Nailsworth High School. 

A player with the SA Railways Club, in the SA 
Soccer Association for approximately 15 years, 
Allan’s passion and love for the game continued upon 
his retirement as a player. 

His association with the Federation dates back to 
1963 when he accepted the position of publicity offer, 
made public address announcements for the Feder- 
ation, and served on the Disciplinary Committee. 
During this time he was also a State selector during 
John Linquist’s term as State Coach. 

His media involvement commenced on Radio 
5AD with Tony Pilkington where they covered and 
previewed State league Matches. In 1961 Allan 
became the first commentator from any football 


code in Australia to cover a match live through the 
medium of television. That was an Ampol Cup final 
between Adelaide Juventus and Croatia Adelaide. 

Allan appeared regularly on Channel 7’s World 
of Sport covering State League Soccer. 

With the introduction of the Phillips National 
Soccer League in 1977, Allan was commentator of 
live broadcasts through Radio SDN. 

He commenced as a full-time journalist with The 
Advertiser in September 1977, a position he has 
held until his recent retirement last month. Despite 
this retirement, Allan continues to hold the position 
of the Soccer Journalist with The Advertiser. 

Allan’s involvement in Soccer continued with 
the introduction of Radio 5RPH’s broadcasts of 
National and State League matches together with 
Channel 10’s coverage of the State League’s Top 
Five Series. 

A highly respected soccer man the Commission 
is pleased to nominate him to clubs to receive the 
Meritorious Service Award.

This year we have had a record 
umber of visits to schools (127) and most of the 
success is due to the organisation of our develop- 
ment officers and the players/coaches who 
conducted these clinics. 

lach school was serviced for half a day or a full day 
on request and clinics were conducted on a 
ininimum of three visits. 


DEVELOPMENT SQUADS 
During 1993/94 the SASF will have various Devel- 
opment Squads working under special pro- 
grammes with highly qualified coaches in charge. 
Under 12, 13, 14, 15, 17 Development Squads will 
commence their programmes during November and 
will continue the job during 1994. An Elite Squad 
(ITC), a new National Project involving the SASF, 
ASF, SASI and the Australian Sport Commission 
was accepted by the clubs and a temporary squad will 
work together until February 1, 1994 when 18 
players will be offered a one year scholarship.

(Centres of Coaching) 

Foundation SA Centres of Coaching were 
conducted in country areas during School 
Holidays at Western Border (Mt Gambier), 
Whyalla, Port Lincoln, Riverland, Broken Hill, 
with great success. 

In the city area, Elizabeth Districts, Southern, 
North/West, Adelaide Hills, conducted these 
centres with many participants attending during 
the week sessions. 

New talents have been monitored during these 
clinics and some of them were invited to partici- 
pate in the development squads. 
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Around 600 players have been involved during 
this year’s programme. Opportunities for players 
in the city and country areas to develop their 
ability, technique and skills were created with 
Foundation SA’s sponsorship for these ‘Centres of 
Coaching’.

Selection was 
made for future development squads by SASF 
instructors. 


COUNTRY CHAMPIONSHIPS 


This year championships were conducted at 
Broken Hill. The Broken Hill Soccer Association 
headquarters is a complex which contains two full 
grounds with lights and two other grounds were 
marked on the other: side of the complex. 
Facilities were provided to all the teams and the 
championships were very well organised. 
Congratulations to the Broken Hill Soccer Associ- 
ation for a job well done. Selection was made for 
future development squads by SASF instructors. 


SAPSASA CHAMPIONSHIPS

ITC ELITE SQUAD 


The Australian Sports Commission provided funds 
to form (ITC squads) in all the States.

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Sports Institute will form a squad which will 
include future prospects in Australian players in 
the age group of 14, 15, 16 and 17 years old. 
This squad will commence on a full-time basis 
on 1 February 1994. A full-time coach will be 
appointed in the near future. 


YEAR 7 SPORTS CAMP 


This year forty-four players were invited to partici- 
pate for a week camp at the Police Academy.

JUNIORS AND JUNIOR DEVELOPMENT 


During the past 12 months I have had the opportunity to experience first hand the 
attitudes of all SASF clubs towards junior soccer in general. 


I have attended meetings with the Junior Colts 
Executive Committee and club delegates as well as 
attending individual clubs for interviews relative to 
the State-wide junior review. Additionally, I inter- 
viewed club senior delegates to junior develop- 
ment in the course of Premier League assessment. 
To say that I am amazed with the overall results is 
an understatement. 


Attitudes of clubs towards juniors range from 
having fully documented junior development poli- 
cies covering the responsibilities of all involved 
including parents and players alike to some clubs 
who simply pay lip service to junior soccer by just 
fielding junior teams because they have to. 


Our future senior players are today’s juniors and 
those clubs that are investing in the future by 
having properly documented and implemented 
junior policies will be the survivors. 


Having said that though it should be noted that 
junior development does not consist totally of 
fielding teams. So much can be achieved off the 
field by being involved with the local schools 
and/or district competition. Unfortunately though 
in some cases the prevailing attitudes would 
suggest this is more easily said than achieved. A 
considerable amount of work needs to be done 
with the various parties sitting together to achieve 
this objective. 
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During 1993 the District Associations successfully 
held their annual State and Country Champion- 
ships at Elizabeth and Broken Hill respectively. 
The standard of play and administration were 
exceptionally high and all involved are to be 
congratulated. 


At the time of going to print my final report on 
Junior Soccer has not been released owing to the 
work load of the Commission. However a draft has 
been provided to all concerned and useful 
feedback obtained. As a result of this feedback 
changes have been made to the report and I think 
it will be accepted by all participants. 


I would like to take this opportunity of publicly 
thanking all those who participated with input and 
suggestions, and in particular Mr Rodger King 
who assisted me in compiling the final report. 


The most exciting item which is about to occur is 
the setting up of the Intensive Training Centre in 
conjunction with SASI. This is a completely new 
concept and will most certainly be a stepping stone 
for further SA junior international players. I urge 
all involved in soccer in SA to fully support this 
concept.
